GLA, III., Oct. 26.—[Special. }—The tomb- 
stone vandals do not confine their attention 
to graveyards, The theory that they have 
aspite against the dead will not hold. In 
this town they have shown that their enmity 
is directed against the marble itself. Fred 
M. Viox is a large dealer in monuments and 
gravestones here. His marble and granite works 
ure in a lonely part of town. As is usually 
the case Mr. Viox has in front of his place of 
business a number of completed monuments. 
Those on show represented a good 
deal of money and labor, One 
night a week ago ‘twenty of 
these fine monuments were ruined by. being 
chipped, hammered, and broken. Mr. Viox 
has’ tried in vain to efface the scars, but as 
| they are in every case on the highly polished 
surface the monuments are completely 
ruined. They will have to be polished over in 
order to be restored to their original value. 

* This must surely have been the work of a 
crank,”’ said Mr. Viox toa correspondent for 
Tus Tum. “No man on earth that I 
know of has a grudge against me which 
would justify his taking such action. I 
have sustained a heavy loss in this matter 
and I hope somebody will catch the destroyer 
of property. The theory that journeymen 
stonecutters are in any manner mixed up 
with the outrageous piece of business is weak 
and malicious and cannot be too strongly 
condemned. I believe the whole job has been 
done by some insane man who believes he 
is commissioned to destroy gravestones 
wherever found. The monuments here were 
evidently too heavy for him to push over, so 
he contented. himself with defacing them.“ 

In Mr. Viox’s case instruments were used 
to deface the monuments. In the desecrated 
cemeteries nothing of the kind is apparent. 
The vandals were content with breaking off 
vases and urns and toppling over the tall 
shafts and heavy blocks. The theory that the 
vandals were trying to vent spite on some per- 
sons dead was thrown aside here when it waa, 
found that the stock monuments had been 
ruined. Meantime every cemetery in the 
section is being guarded day and night. 
Every stranger who enters one of the 
sroall towns which have been visited by the 
vandals is taken either for a criminal or a de- 
tective, and if he is wise he produces his cre- 
dentials and informs the town gossips just 
who and what he is and why he is in the place. 
A man was stopped today at Oneida as he was 
walking through the place taking the railroad 
tracks as his highway. He was seen coming 
around the curve a mile east of the station 
and a couple of leading men went 
out to meet him. He was a _ dirty- 
+ looking character and at first seemed 
inclined to be insolent. He was. however, 
quietly calmed down and informed his ques- 
tioners that he lived in Burlington and was 
walking home from the Fair. He looked it 
and was allowed to go on, but word was passed 
along the line to look out for him. The towns 
down this way are in a state of siege and there 
will be no cessation until something definite 
is found out regarding the vandalism, The 
situation isstrong. Many men, and women too, 
in all the towns do not hesitate to say they 
think lynching would bea fair punishment for 
the perpetrator or perpetrators of the outrage. 
Few of the monuments torn down can be re- 
paired. In most cases the destruction is com- 
plete, and the masons who are today attempt- 
ing to cement the bfoken parts together have 
already declared their inability to repair all 
the broken shafts.

Kewanez, III., Oct. 26.— [Special. Not 
only cemeteries but schoolhouses have been 
invaded: in this vicinity. Graveyards in 
this village, at Neponset, Buda, and Yorkville 
have already suffered. In Kenawee they went 
to the Catholic Cemetery and tipped over 7 
broke a monument sacred to the memory o 
James Hunt.

LOUIS J, SILVA 18 A DEPAULTER FOR 
MORE THAN $100,000.

Cashie? of the Rainwater Hat Company 
Short in His Accounts to Such an Ex- 
tent That the Firm Is Forced to Assign 
Senior Member of the House Forced 
to Suspect the Employe After Trusting 
Him for Years with Responsibilities= 
Due to High Living. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—One 
of the most profound sensations of the year 
was caused by the announcement this evening 
that Louis J. Silva, cashier for the Rainwater 
Hat company, was a defaulter for over $100,- 
000, and that as a result of his peculations 
the firm had been forced to assign. 
money evidently was spent in high living and 
in gambling on races, though from all that 
can be learned his family got the benefit of 
his crime. The actual amount of his shortage 
cannot be ascertained. so hopelessly tangled 
are the books of the company. 

Silva was employed by the old firm of Rain- 
water, Boogher & Co. fifteen years ago as an 
office boy ata salary of $3 per week and has 
been advanced steadily until five years ago, 
when Maj. Rainwater gave up the actual 
supervision of the business to take up the 


management of the Merchants’ Terminal | 


Railroad Association. Silva was made cash- 
ier and given fuli charge of the financial and 
credit departments of the business. When his 
peculations began is not known, but it is 
thought it must have been soon after that time. 

There was nothing especially novel about 
the scheme he used to deceive his employers. 
He entered all receipts in the cash book, but 
failed to credit the amounts on the ledger. 
When asked about the finances of the firm he 
would always explain that customers were 
very slow, that competition was so strong it 
was hard to urge the company’s debt- 
ors for fear of losing their trade. 
When told to file suits against those who, 
upon the face of the ledger, were farthest be- 
hind he suddenly would receive a payment on 
account and thus matters would be deferred. 
So great was the confidence feltin the man 
that he could have continued his method for 
an indefinite period without detection were it 
not for the recent financial stringency. East- 
ern manufacturers began to urge collections 
and the firm became embarrassed. Silva 
could not get money together. 

Books Are Examined. 

In July the suggestion was made to Mr. 
Rainwater that possibly Mr. Silva was not 
right. He thought the suggestion absurd, 
but so serious became the condition of the 
firm that he at last consented, reluctantly, to 
the employment of experts, who were put to 
work upon the booke surreptitiously. It was 
not long before the discovery was made that 
Mr. Silva had sadly abused the trust imposed 
in him. 

Mr. Rainwater meanwhile had gone East, 
but last Monday he received a telegram to 
come home at once. Hecame and was in- 
formed by his business associates that up to 
that time a shortage of $60,000 had been 
discovered. This was soon run up to 5100, 
000, and Mr. Silva was then called in. When 
reproached for his criminality he did not at- 
tempt to defend himself, but agreed to turn 
over to the firm all he had. This consists of 
his house anda few pieces of real estate, the 
net amount of which will not exeeed 512, 
000 


The experts are still at work and the total 
defalcation may amount to $175,000. A 
meeting of the Board of Directors was held 
this morping, and after denouncing the ac- 
tions of Mr. Silva it was determined that the 
assets of the firm having’ been so seriously im- 
paired an assignment was necessary, and all 
the property of the firm was transferred to C. 
P. Ellerbe for the benefit of creditors. 


Silva Apparently Has Disappeared. 

Silva has not yet been arrested, as the offi- 
cers of the company seemed reluctant to take 
this step. He was at the office today, but left 
to go home. He has not since been seen, al- 
though the police later were réquested to take 
him in custody. He is not at his home and 
no one knows whether he has left the city or 
not. Silva, whois 35 years old, lived with 
his wife and three children at No. 5616 
Cates avenue, which he owned. Last sum- 
mer the house mysteriously caught 
fire and was partially destroyed. 
The house and furnishings were 
heavily insured. Silva rebuilt the house, ap- | 
parently using the money received from the 
insurance companies. Silva and his family 
lived extravagantly and outdid all their neigh- 
bors, who are wealthy people, in their enter- 
tainments. When questions were asked he 
told of great winnings on the races and in the 
grain pit. He was a regular frequenter of the 
East Side track.

TRIES TO SEND SMALLPOX BY MAIL, - 


Some One in Muncie Attempts to Spread 
the Scourge in Ohio Towns. 

Cetra, O., Oct. 26.—Some person in Mun- 
cie, Ind., sent Marshal John Woods some 
smallpox virus yesterday inclosed in a letter. 
Marshal Woods would not permit any one 
from Muncie to come here, and it is thought 
that some one there has tried to spread the 
dreaded disease in this city and resorted to 
this method, The virus came in the following 
letter : 

Mouncre, Ind., Oct. 26, 1893.—To the Marshal 
of Celina, O.: Weare glad you showed so much 
kindness toward our sickness we had in our town. 
I will send you a scab off my face in my worst 
stage of smallpox... I will assure you you will 
have the smallpox in eight or ten days. 

The postoffice authorities have taken the 
matter in hand and will make an effort to 
trace the letter to the sender. 

InpranaPpo.is, Ind., Oct. 26.—The report of 
the Muncie health officers on the condition of 
the smallpex epidemic for the week ending 
Oct. 23 was made to the Governor this morn- 
ing. Muncie has been receiving State aid ‘for 
three weeks. There are now 145 cases of 
smallpox in Muncie and sixty-nine houses are 
infected. Twenty deaths have occurred. The 
Mayor says that itis hoped State aid may 
be dispensed with soon. 

Unston Crry, Ind., Oct. 26.—Word has been 
brought here that there are three smallpox 
suspects in Hill Grove, and that the Hill 
Grove school has been closed on that account.

SHELDRAKE’S LITTLE DORY WRECKED, 


The Lone Mariner and His Tiny Craft Be- 
lieved to Have Been Lost. 

PuriapEetputra, Pa., Oct. 26.—The smallest 
boat in which man has ever attempted to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean—Capt. Sheldrake’s 
fifteen foot dory Flying Dutchman—has be- 
yond doubt been lost with its lonely occu- 
pant hundreds of miles from land. Officers 
of the British steamship York report that 
on their voyage they passed in a 
high sea 200 miles to the westward 
of Gibraltar a small boat bottom up. It

Receiver and Even Repulses the United 
States Marshal—H e “Cracks” the Big 
Safe to Get at the Books for an Inven- 
tory=Pinkertons Keep Possession in the 
Name of the Title and Trust Company= 
Many Suits Brought=Arguments Today. 


the second receiver. The safe, which was 
locked when the Mooney & Boland men va- 
cated the store Wednesday night, was 
“cracked ”’ by an expert employed by the re- 
ceiver named by Judge Brentano. The affairs

There were more than adozen Pinkerton 
men scattered through the store yesterday 
morning.

They struck a snag imme- 
diately. The safe was locked, its bolts hav- 
ing been shot before the Mooney & Boland 
men vacated the premises.

dered him to get an expert and have the safe 
„eracked.“ 


The Big Safe Is Cracked. 


A few moments later pedestrians on the 
street caught sight of the curious spectacle 
of a man in his shirt-sleeves working with a 
drill on the doors of the locked strong box. 
He was an expert from a neighboring safe 
company. Representatives of other interests 
in the litigation were in the storp. One tele- 
phoned Judge Brentano. Attorney Mayer 
was called to the telephone immediately by 


the Judge. The result of the conversation 


was that it was agreed the receiver should not 
take the books out of the store. In five 
minutes the safe was open. 15

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR I8 DUE. 

After a fight lasting for two months the 
„ οmbine of free silver Democretic Sen- 
ators, Populists, and men from the silver- 
mining States has lost courage. The filibus- 
tering is at an end and the passage of the bill 
for the immediate stoppage of the silver pur- 
chases is assured. There can be no slump to 
the silver standard, no degradation of the cur- 
rency, and no partial confiscation of credits. 

That such calamities have been averted and 
all attempts at cowardly compromises have 
been defeated is owing to the unfaltering at- 
titude of President Cleveland and of the Re- 
publican Senators. Had either he or they 
weakened, unconditional repeal would have 
been defeated and some compromise, cer- 
tainly dangerous. and probably fatal, would 
have been made with the free-silverites. It is 
fortunate for the country that the President 
was an obstinate man at the right time, and 
that the Republican Senators were animated 
by a high sense of public duty. 

The pressure brought to bear oa the Presi- 
dent to induce him to yield must have been 
very great. He was told that if he persisted 
in his policy of uncondition il repeal he would 
break up his party, that the Populists would 
carry the Southern States, which were the 
mainstay of the Democracy, and the Northern 
Democrats would be left without allies. He 
was pleaded within the name of harmony, 
and was begged to make some slight conces- 
sion to save the party.“ Had he consented 
to do so the Democratic repeal Senators would 
not have revolted but have followed where he 
led, and that compromise to which he gave 
his assent would have been put through the 
Senate and House by a “harmonized” De- 
mocracy. 

Mr. Cleveland did not succumb to those 
Southern Democrats who have bossed North- 
ern ones so long that they expected they 
would succeed on this as on other occasions. 
He stood his ground not merely because he 
knew he was on the platform of his party, but 
because he was convinced that the interests 
of the whole people, Republicans as well as 
Democrats, required the immediate abandcn- 
mentof an unsound financial policy. He 
knew that his course was the right one, and 
refused to abandon it for party reasons. 

He would have been unable to carry his 


point, however, and would have been defeated 


by the powerful free silver element of his 
party had it not been for the Republican Sen- 
ators who have stood by him from the ovtset 
with a fidelity unsurpassed by that of any of 
the administration Senators. These Repub- 
licans were as firmly convinced as was Mr. 
Cleveland that the stoppage of silver pur- 
chases was necessary if the currency was to 
be kept at par, and that was the only thing 
they allowed to influence them. If they had 
been mere politicians they would have given 
no assistance to the President, in order that 
he might be defeated and the Democracy 
committed to some wretched compromise 
which would have ruined it in every Northern 
State. The identification of Democracy with 
bad money would have made Republican suc- 
cess inevitable. 

No such considerations moved them in the 
least. They did not hesitate to accept the 
leadership of a Democratic President to set- 
tle a non-partisan question in the only right 
way. They followed him as loyally as they 
would have followed President Harrison 
under similar circumstances, and they and 
the President have won a common victory. 
They will be fighting one another og partisan 
questions before many weeks have gone by, 
but they have shown the people that when the 
public welfare demands it men of both par- 
ties can unite and work harmoniously to- 
gether. The President and the Republican 
Senators are entitled to and will receive the 
profound thanks of all good citizens for their 
joint labors.

The candidacy of Judge Gary has aroused 
great enthusiasm, not alone among Repub- 
licans whose ticket he heads, but among all 
Democrats who are friends of law and order, 
who have the interests of the city at heart, and 
who admire him for the record he has made. 
It indicates he will be elected by a sweeping 
majority. This is as it should be. Any dif- 
ferent result would be a disgrace to Chicago 
and & blot upon the fame it has made for 
itself in this World’s Fair year. 

Judge Gary’s record speaks for itself. Asa 
jurist he always has proved himself able, fear- 
less, and incorruptible. No suspicion even of 
venality or time-serving ever has marred it. 
No question of his robust integrity ever has 
‘been raised even by his partisan enemies. No 
charge of partiality or of prejudice ever has 
been made against him that had the slightest 
basis of truth. For twanty years he has com- 
manded the respect and admiration of this 
community by his able and valuable service 
asa jurist. He has been an honor to Chicago 
and to the State of Illinois. To all his other 
qualities he has added high moral cour- 
age. It required a Judge of stern 
resolution and fearless honesty to pre 
side upon the bench when red-handed 
andrchy was arraigned for trial. At that 


trying time Judge Gary proved himself the, 


man for the occasion. His steps were dogged 
by sneaking spies. The friends of the An- 
archists menaced his life. His family.was 
threatened. But undaunted by.threats and 
indifferent to plots he pursued the even tenor 
of his way, anxious only that the law should 
be vindicated and that justice should be done. 
Errors may have been made. Cunning lawyers 
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tor the law-abiding people of Chicago to go 
tn the ballot-bor and reélect him by an em- 
phati¢ majority. They should set their seal 
of approval upon him, not as a reward, for 
Judge Gary needs no reward, butas an evi- 
dence that they will not stand by and see a 
man punished for doing his duty, especially 
when in doing that duty he was the bulwark 
of the law against the mad schemes of an- 
archy and the conservator of the public peace 
confronting secretly organized lawlessness. 
Tun Trisuxe cannot cles that thére will 
be any other outcom@ of this campaign than 
the redlection of Judge Gary by an over- 
whelming majority. His defeat would be an 
everlasting disgrace to Chicago and it would 
be so considered in every part of the United 
States. The good name and fair fame of the 
city are at stake in this campaign as well as 
the cause of good government. 


DO NOT TARNISH THE CITY’s RECORD. 
Gov. Oglesby put the case very tersely in 
his speech at the Second Regiment Armory 
night before last, when he said that Chicago 
had been confronted with three great 
emergencies during its municipal career, and 
had shown its ability to deal with each of them 
in such a manner as to win the plaudits of the 
world. N 

One of these was the fire of 1871. Instead 
of succumbing to that blow and sitting down 
to mourn among the ashes of stores and 
dwelling-houses, -the people went to work 
with obstinate energy and created the greater 
Chicago of today. Another of these was the 
Exposition. In the face of unfriendliness 
shown by rival cities and with no outside aid 
except the scanty and grudgingly given dona- 
tion of some gouvenir coins, the people of 
Chicago from their own resources, got up the 
grandest Exposition the world has yet seen, 
and the grandest it will see till Chicago gives 
another. Every prediction of enemies was 
falsified, and every hope of friends more than 
realized. 

Another emergency which the city was 
called on to encounter was anarchy. Owing 
to a combination of circumstances, the pro- 
fessors of its destructive doctrines were most 
numerous and most aggressive in this city. 
Had they not been punished sharply and sud- 
denly here, active anarchy would have mani- 
tested itself in every large city in the coun- 
try. The suppression of anarchy here was 
its suppression everywhere in the United 
States. As Gov. Oglesby says: 

It was a trying ordeal for a young city. Would 
Chicago be great enough to meet the danger? 
Would Chicago find a Judge brave enough to 
meet it? Would Chicago produce a State’s-At- 
toraey who would stand as a bulwark against 
the red waves of anarchy? Would Chicago be 
able to try without malice, without partiality, 
those accused of the crime of conspiracy to com- 
mit murder? It has not fallen to my lot, I thank 
Almighty God, to make excuses for Anarchists or 
anarchy. Few of you have ever studied law and 
few of you know whata firm hand and heart it 
takes to uphold justice. The dignity, candor, 
and spirit Chicago exhibited in fighting anarchy 
which sought to throttle her municipal life 
crowned her with glory. Thanks came to Chica- 


go from good people and good government from 
all over the world, 


The question is now whether the honorable 
record made then by the citizens of Chicago, 
which won for them respect and admiration 
at home and abroad, shall be effaced bf an 
admission at the coming election that the 
Anarchists were right and the citizens who 
punished them were wrong. The Judge who 
presided at the trial of the Anarchists, and of 
whom Gov. Oglesby says. I never could find 
that he was actuated by partiality or preju- 
dice,“ is a candidate for reélection. He is 
opposed simply on the ground that he did 
preside at that trial. If defeated it will be 
for that reason and for that reason alone, 

Can the people of Chicago afford to have 
him beaten when a failure to reélect him will 
be eguivalent to a declaration that if the 
anarchistic conspiracy which culminated in 
May of 1886 were to be repeated here Chica- 
goans would not have courage to deal with it, 
would not visit the penalties of the law upon 
the conspirators, but would stand idle while 
life and property were being attacked? Gov. 
Oglesby puts a pertinent question: 


Now, at the close of this Fair, shall the repre- 
sentatives of allthe nations here be allowed to 
go to their homes and gay that the mighty City of 
Chicago, which triumphed over fire, which 
erushed anarchy, which gave such a marvelous 
World's Fair, had at a political election refused to 
re-elect the only Judge who had the courage to 
— the serpent anarchy under the judicial

Were Judge Gary to be defeated and Chica- 
go to repudiate the record made in 1886-’87 
the jubilant Anarchists of this city would send 
word at once to their brethren in this country 
and in Europe that this was a safe city for 
them to live and plot in and that they should 
come here and make this the central point of 
their agitation. They would come, and busi- 
ness-men, the men who cannot endure anarchy, 
would move away. The city would lose valua- 
ble inhabitants and get dangerous ones and 
forfeit the almost unlimited confidence it is 
enjoying now. Therefore every good citizen 


should vote for Gary, not so much to continue 


an able and upright Judge on the bench as to 
preserve the honor and credit of the city. 


CORPORATIONS WILL NOT CONFESS. 

The Legislature passed at its last session a 
law which its friends thought would aid ma- 
terially in the extermination of trusts. The 
law made it the duty of the Secretary of State 
te send every September a letter to each cor- 
poration doing business in this State calling 
on its officers to declare under oath whether 
ithad any interest in or was doing business 
withany association or combination in the 
nature ofa trust. The Jaw provides also that 
upon a failure to angwer within thirty days 
the Attorney-General must take action to re- 
cover the penalty provided by the law or to 
revoke the charter of the corporation. The 
framers of this law supposed that the officers 
of those concerns which are generally under- 
stood to be in combination with others to 
keep up prices, restrict production, etc., 
would either own up that they had been vio- 
lating the laws or refuse to answer at all. 

Neither of these appears to have happened, 
for the Secretary of State reports as the result 
of the first annual inquiry: :

CREMATION OF GARBAGE. 

While the heaith authorities of Chicago 
have been talking for years about the disposal 
of garbage by cremation and recently have 
experimented in that tion on a small 
scale the operation has been a success in 
numerous other cities, It is made a source of 
handsome profit in several places in Engiand. 
The London district known as Paddington, 
containing 100,000 inhabitants, burns 30,- 
000 tons of garbage per year in furnaces 
which give out sufficient power to light all the 
streets and furnish at reduced cost electric 
lighting to the buildings of the district. It is 
found that three tons of garbage are the 
equivalent of about one ton of coal for the 
production of steam, so that the garbage con- 
tains a usable power equal to that obtained 
each year from 10,000 tons of coal, ora 
tenth of a ton to each inhabitant. 
Substantially the same plan is in use 
in most other parts of London; also in 
Leeds, Manchester, Birmingham, Edinburg, 
Southampton, Brighton, Ealing, and Oldham, 
In these and other places it has been followed 
for twelve to eighteen years and is found to be 
an unqualified success. The destructors de- 
vised by Prof, George Forbes burn alt that is 
submitted to their action. They take in 
ashes as well as garbage and street sweepings, 
while even glass fragments, tin cans, etc., go 
through the fire without being previously 
sorted out from the rest. {fhe householders 
are provided with separate receptacles for 
ashes, and probably they exercise greater care 
in keeping them separate than do the people 
of this city, so that only a small portion of 
the ashes are put into the destructors there. 
But recent observation has shown that a great 
many of the householders of Chicago ought 
to be free from blame in this particular, the 
mizing complained of as fatal to cremation 
being done by the scavengers. It is fair to 
presume those workers could be induced to 
keep the two classes of material separate if 
convinced that any good end was to be 
gained by their taking the extra trouble. At 
present they have no object in doing it when 
all kinds of rubbish are emptied upon the one 
commen dumping ground, where it 1s not 
only an offense to many thousands and a men- 
ace to the health of the community but a dis- 
grace to modern civilization. , 

The mode in which New York has disposed 
of its refuse may be open to objection, but 
some of its statisticg are of value. Thestreet 
sweepings comprise 24 per cent, ashes 62 
per cent, garbage ED per cent, and the other 
2 per cent is ice, snow, ete. Presumably 
about the same proportions obtain here, so 
that practically three-eighths of the collec- 
tions could be burned without difficulty, and 
the rest used for street filling. It would not 
be necessary to melt down all the refractory 
matter, as is done in some places in England, 
where the slag taken from the bottom of the 
furnace is sold for the making of roadbeds, 
nor should it be a difficult matter to arrange 
for the cremation of that part which is easily 
burnable while putting the rest to a useful 
purpose. 

The crematory recently put in operation at 
the foot of Huron street may prove to have 
It has a 
claimed capacity of 100 tons for each 24 
hours at an expenditure of $7 to $10 for 
crude petroleum for fuel. An intense heat is 
focused at an apex directly above and upon 
the matter to be consumed. The heut is so 


great that in it all metals become fusible and 


vegetable matter is returned to dust. If this 
crematory be found to work well in continued 
use it will be in order to erect four or five 
others on the same plan, and then all the 
garbage produced in the city can be burned 
as fast as collected. It is a sin and a ehame 
that the reform has been deferred so long, 
but better late than never,” and perhaps 
the purification will be all the more appre- 
ciated for the delay. 


ALTGELD’S ANIMUS, 

Judge Gary has served twenty years on the 
bench of Cook County and never appeared be- 
fore a political meeting in that time until 
Wednesday last. There was no occasion for 
him to appear then. His record was a suffi- 
cient appeal to the voters of Cook County. 
Only once has there been any semblance of 
opposition to him. That was in November, 
1887, when Capt. William P. Black, the attor- 
ney for the Anarchists, was nominated against 
him. The issue which Gov. Altgeld and 
George Schilling raise now was raised then. 
The rulings of Judge Gary were then fresh in 
the public mind. It was three days before 
some of the Anarchists were executed, It 
was urged that a large vote for their Attorney 
would have some effect in inducing Gov. 
Oglesby to commute their sentences. But 
the popular verdict was: Gary, 56,631; 
Black, 6,503. 

Is there any reason why that verdict should 
be reversed now? Must it be changed to grat- 
ify the rancor of John Pardon Altgeld against 
Judge Gary because Judge Gary and. Judge 
Moran, sitting in the Appellate Court, rendered 
a decision which prevented Altgeld from tak- 
ing $26,000 out of the public treasury? Let 
it be always remembered that while John Par- 
don Altgeld makes Judge Gary’s rulingS*in 
the Anarchist case the pretext of his opposi- 
tion to Judge Gary’s re-election, the animat- 
ing and original cause of his venomous at- 
tack on the veteran jurist is that the latter 
stood between the people and Altgeld’s 
greed, If there is any doubt about it let the 
doubter read the venomous and spiteful letter 
addressed by Altgeld to Judges Gary and 
Moran concerning their decision against his 
claim published in Tus Tarsunz soon after 
Altgeid’s pardon of the Anarchists.

Making all 
allowances for inexperience the women have 
acquitted themselves admirably and their 
President has shown herself ready for any 
emergency that might occur, and full of a 
gracious tact that has smoothed over every 
dangerous phase of the six months’ new duties 
and trials. Their gathering tomorrow therefore 
should be ifi the nature of a love feast and if 
they should indulge in a little rejoicing at the 
fine exhihits they have made, not only in their 
own building but in many other of the prin- 
cipal buildings of the Fair, they certainly will 
be excusable. As compared with the display 
made at the Centennial Exposition their rep- 
resentation at the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion shows remarkable progress in all lines of 
work. It is an indication also that at the next 
World's Fair, aided by the experiences of 
1893, they will take a still higher place in 
competition with men and enter the lists direct- 
ly instead of exhibiting by themselves.

Fallacy of Cheap Money. 

David A. Wells in the Forum: The advocates 
of the extended use of silver as currency plant 
themselves also on what they regard as a funda- 
mental principle—namely: that it is desirable to 
have cheab money. But, as a matter of fact, no 
commodity money (and all true m oney is a com- 
modity), be it gold, silver, copper, iron, cattle, or 
cabbages, can be relatively cheaper than another 
kind. The value of each (if not a token of repre- 
sentative currency, and minting is free) will de- 
pend upon the amount of labor embodied in it, 
or that will be required to purchase it, and no 
legislation can give it any otber value. If statute 
couid make one metal or other „qual 
in value to another the State that first availed it - 
self of the opportunity would acquire boundless 
riches and dream of the alchemists would be 
realized. it requires $500,000,000 to supply 
an exclusively gold currency for the United 
States, and silver is depreciated to 50 per cent in 
value in com with gold, it will require 
$1,000,000, in silver to the same 
money work as gold; and it will require the same 
amount of commodities or embodied labor to 
buy the exclusively gold currency that it will to 
buy the exclusively silver currency. A man who 
advocates the free coinage of silver for the pur- 
pose of obtaining cheap money means, if he has

Monrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Oct. 26.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. —A correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro sends word that the report that Rear 
Admiral Stanton of the United States cruiser 
Newark had been detached and ordered to 
Washington for saluting Admiral Mello and 
paying an official call on the leader of the in- 
eurgents was received with surprise. He re- 
ports that from tlie outbreak of the revolution 
Admiral Mello has received recognition from 
the ships of foreign nations in the harbor of 
Rio. All the commanders of foreign war- 
ships exchange frank and courteous notes 
with him 

There M been published here and in Bue- 
nos Ayres many letters showing the measures 
taken by Admiral Mello to avold bombarding 
the City of Rio. With these letters are also 


published all of the dispatches from the for- 


eign legations with the replies received by 
them. All of these communications illus- 


| trate courtesy and moderation on the part of 
Mello and the bad faith of President Peixoto. 


The President seemed to act as if he wished 
to draw the fire of the rebel fleet on the city. 

Senator Ray Barbosa, the exile from Bra- 
zil, has written to the commander of the 
Tiradentes begging him for the sake of Brazil 
to turn his ship over to Mello and let it aid in

PLANS OF GERMAN FINANCIERS, 


New Taxes Must Yield Annual Revenve of 
100,000,000 Marka, 

Berti, Oct. 26.—The Finance Ministers 
agreed at their conference that there shall be 
hereafter divided among the Federated States 
a fixed sum of 40,000,000 marks from the 
customs duties under the provisions of the 
so-called Frankenstein clause, which regulates 
the distribution of customs receipts between 
the Imperial Government and the Federated 
States. The matricular contributions of the 
individual States to the support of the Im- 
perial Government shall be continued but 
shall not be increased. Any additional ex- 
penditures of the Imperial Treasury above the 
sum of customs receipts and matricular pay- 
ments must be defrayed from its own re- 
sources. To meet this demand the new taxes 
must yield an annual revenue of at least 
100,000,000 marks.
